Campaign December 1 to 17 

Will Have $500,000 

as Goal. 



100 ARE ON COMMITTEE 



Plans of a drive for $500,000 for 
a new Y. M. C. A. building in Ard- 
niore have been completed by tlie 
.Main Line Christian Association. 
The campaign, long discussed and 
anticipated, will begin on December 
10 and continue to December 17. 

The new building, which will 
serve the entire Alain Line subur- 
ban territory including all of Lower 
Merion and Narberth. will be 
erected on the site acquired several 
years .ago on the corner of Ander- 
son and Montgomery avenues. The 
new home will replace the present 
structure on Lancaster pike below 
Ardmore avenue. 

The campaign for the new build- 
ing fund will be under the auspices 
and direction of the Main Line 
Christian Association Council, com- 
prising about 100 men and women 
of the general Main Line district. 
Richard J. Hamilton, Ardmore 
banker and Lower Merion School 
Board director, is chairman of the 
Council. 

The proposed building, its equip- 
ment and facilities, have been spe- 
cially designed to accord with the 
needs of the Main Line district and 
will serve all members of the fam- 
ily with special adaptations for 
each. 

A building used as a dormitory 
is now the only structure on the site 
upon which the new Y. M. C. A. 
will be erected.

LETTER TO THE EDITOR 

SIOULD A CATHOLIC 

VOTE FOR SMITH? 

To the Editor of "Our Town": 

The Catholic citizen appears to be 
at pretty much of a disadvantage in 
the present posture of affairs. If he 
has heretofore voted the Republican 
ticket and now intends to vote for Mr. 
Smith he might seem to he guilty of 
'a religious prejudice which equals that 
against which he protests. Neverthe- 
less, the American record reveals that 
where there has been a fair held and 
equal favor the Catholics do not fol- 
low a man of their faith on the score 
of faith alone. The experience of Mr. 
Ryan and Judge Bonniwell in their en- 
deavors to be Governor of Pennsylva- 
nia should make that plain. In like 
manner Xew York, Chicago. Boston 
and other cities afford many instances 
where the Catholic candidate was left 
at the post by those of his own re- 
ligious belief. 

On the other hand it would be fu- 
tile to deny that at this time Catholics 
by and large are likely to vote for Mr. 
Smith, and for reasons which ought 
not to be regarded as untoward or in- 
tolerant by their well-disposed non- 
Catholic brethren. In the history of 
the nation, a Catholic luis had aDou; 
the same chance of being President as 
a Chinaman. Irrespective of his talent 
or character, he was held unfit to serve 
his land in its highest office. He was 
not capable, it was said, of undivided 
allegiance to the Hag and the destiny 
of the country was not safe under the 
direction of a man of such spiritual 
persuasions. Through the years the 
calumny has continued and the Cath- 
olic record of war and peace had little 
influence in changing what has been 
a widespread popular concept.

All around him, all his life, he 
has heard repeated absurdities and 
asininities which constant reiteration 
had translated into scurrilous and 
scandalous effects. He has been made 
to feel that he is a thing apart, un- 
worthy to serve where honor and in- 
tegrity and patriotism are involved, 
and all the while he knows that, if 
there is anything true and strong in 
his heart as a result of his religious 
teachings, a sterling devotion to his 
■ country's cause would come first on 
the list. Then arrives a long-delayed 
opportunity to a co-religionist, and im- 
mediately the hoary venom of the 
generations bursts forth with renewed 
fury. From all quarters and all sources 
the tempest blows, and common sense 
and decency are helpless against the 
invasion of an augmented host of 
wicked things that are not so. 

What would a reasonable man rea- 
sonably expect the Catholic citizen to 
do when confronted by a spectacle as 
sorry as this? Shall he run to cover 
and thus help to perpetuate the hide- 
ous intolerance and constant triumph 
of a benighted bigotry, or shall he 
properly strive. a< a:i act of stalwart 
patriotism and Christian charity, to 
prove that American fundamentals can 
he restored, and that after 150 years 
it is high time that a terrible treason 
shall be stilled in the land? How can 
the Catholic citizen best serve America 
on an occasion like this, and what is 
his conscientious obligation to the 
country of his birth or adoption? The 
patience of the Editor cannot be taxed 
beyond a mere outline of the extraor- 
dinary circumstances produced by the 
present situation. 

Important as the considerations in- 
dicated may be, however, they are 
transcended by the necessity of exam- 
ining the mettle of the man who see' s 
the high office. The Catholics I know 
feel that Mr. Smith can serve exceed- 
ingly well. He does not stress indus- 
trial or economic supremacy as the 
main object of the nation's existence.

Auto Club Warns- 

Motorists in Jersey 

Pennsylvania motorists are warned by 
the Keystone Automobile Club that a 
clause in the new vehicle law of New 
Jersey permits justices of the peace to 
fine and imprison motorists for minor in- 
fractions of the law. Heretofore their 
power, as in this State, was limited to 
imposition of jail sentence only in de- 
fault of payment of fine. 

"The penalty clause in the new law," 
says a statement of the club, "is so man- 
uestly unfair that we have entered vig- 
orous protest against it and will exert 
every effort to have it repealed at the 
next session of the legislature. For the 
present, however, this obnoxious clause 
remains in effect, and it is well for Penn- 
sylvania motorists traveling in New Jer- 
sey to recognize the danger and act ac- 
cordingly. 

"It is the intention of the Keystone 
Automobile Club to give every legal as- 
sistance to motorists who may be unjust- 
ly treated under this Act. No motorist 
will go to jail for a parking violation 
or other infraction of the law if we can 
help it. 

"A similar clause appeared in the first 
draft of the Pennsylvania Vehicle Code 
last year, but was rejected by the legis- 
.:-. tire when the club's Legislative Com- 
mittee pointed out its significance. 

"In a letter to William L. Dill, Motor 
Vehicle Comissioner of New Jersey, we 
said : 

"Motorcar owners ought not to be put 
in a position where they are absolutely 
at the mercy of a magistrate or justice 
of the peace armed with the authority 
to mulct them of fines and send them to 
jail. Without in the least impugning the 
integrity or motives of those charged 
with active enforcement of the law, we 
nevertheless feel that this provision of the 
Act imposes a harsh and uncalled-for 
burden on motorists and opens wide the 
door to those members of the minor ju- 
diciary who in the past have not scrupled 
to use their offices for mercenary ends." 



Oldsters Need Holiday 

As Well As Youngsters 

"In the great desire of officials to 
protect the health welfare of the child, 
that of the parents is sometimes over- 
looked. And nothing emphasizes this 
fact more than the general solicita- 
tion that everyone has for the child- 
ren's vacation," says Dr. Theodore B. 
Appel, Secretary of Health. 

"However much the youngsters re- 
quire wholesome recreation and 
change during the vacation period, 
grown-ups must realize that they too 
are in the need of diversion and rest. 
Recently, a man who has steadily 
worked for two years, bought a ticket 
for Europe and gave it to his 24-year- 
old daughter to use. Father continues 
at his desk! 

"Now the motive in this particular 
case was perfectly fine, but those par- 
ents who 'live for their children' in 
some instances would be better off, 
and in the end would do much more 
for their children, if they would live 
a little bit for themselves. 

"Sacrifice is a parental instinct. 
However, when it is carried to the 
point of depriving one of a needed rest 
in order that the younger people in 
the faniily may get it all, then such 
sacrifice is no longer logical or sen- 
sible. 

"Older people owe it to themselves 
to get away from the daily grind of 
office, factory or housework. And 
quite as much as the children are apt 
to need rest, fresh air and a severance 
from exacting routine. 

"Therefore, if you are among the 
hundreds of parents who, during the 
past summer, have deprived them- 
selves of a vacation in order that the 
children might have one. consider this 
question carefully. If necessary, 
make a little more sacrifice and take a 
vacation yourself. The chances arc 
that you need one for your own sake 
for your children's sake and your 
health's sake.
